E^oLlND'S FOREIGN POLICY 
FORESHADOWED. 



Sir Charles Dilke, the newly-apppint- 
cd Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
has permitted himself to be interview- 
ed by the correspondent of a French 
paper, and his utterances creato much 
surprise and no littlo indignation. 
Speaking of tho foreign policy of the 
Liberals the Baronet treated tho grave 
subject with" considerable frankness. 
He said : — ■ 

Wo have succeeded to the political 
estate of Lord Beaconsfield, and have 
made an inventory of the inheritance. 
' To the carrying out of the policy be- 
queathed, to us we are compelled to 
make some reserve. - Now tho Afghan 
: question puzzles ■ us a good deal, and it 
is to be hoped that 'it will be settled 
'•■ in accordance with our own interests. 
There is tho Zulu King Cetewayo, 
whom wo would like to release, but it 
is out o£ our .power. We may grant 
the Boers a privilege of seini-indepen- 
. denoe, and thus dispose of the African 
• problem. 

Correspondent — How about tho 
Eastern Question 1 Will vou cease to 
uphold tho integrity of Turkey if she 
fails to carry out tho reforms which 
she. has so repeatedly promised 1 

Dilke— Depend upon it that Turkey 
shall' cany out these reforms. We 
will compel her to execute all the 
clauses of the Treaty of Berlin, even 
in spite of Prince Bismarck. 

Correspondent — But then your for- 
eign policy will bo precisely the same 
■ as Lord Salisbury's? 

Dilke — Exactly; you have said it. 
Those who fancy wo mean to pursue a 
feeble policy abroad are strongly mis- 
taken. Wo shall '■ hold aloof from 
European politics. Our voice shall bo 
heard, and shall command respect, in 
the councils of tho nations. Wo will 
be careful, however, to raise it only in 
behalf of liberty, and will promote the 
welfare of all alike. In concert with 
Republican France and free Italy, we 
shall endeavour to cut the Gordian 
Knot of the Eastern question by es- 
tablishing a .confederation of free 
States on the Danube, and the Adriatic 
and (-)recian Seas. 

Correspondent — Then you are op- 
posed to' an encroachment of tho great 
Powers ? 

Dilke — Decidedly : wo shall not 
tolerate encroachments of either Aus- 
tria or Russia. Neither - Bosnia nor 
Herzegovina must belong to Austrian. 
Turk, or Russian. They must be free 
or self-governing Powers. Our pro- 
gramme is unrelenting hostility against 
•oppression of every kind. As for the 
power of Russia lot me tell you one 
thing. It would be far easier for us 
to raise Central Asia against Russia 
than for her to array India against us. 
If the Sclavs are barbarians, whose 
fault is it if not that of tho Foreign 
Office at St. Petersburg 1 The Russian 
Foreign Ministry is a department in 
which German is principally spoken, 
and in which tho foreign policy for the 
past ten years has been manipulated 
by two Prussians and one Swiss. They 
are Westmann and Hamburger and 
Baron Jomini. We detest the Power 
which oppressed Poland and handed 
Hungary over to Austria. However, 
we hold in high esteem the Young 
Russia party, which at Prague and 
Moscow has resuscitated the patriotism 
and generosity of the Sclav race.

LORD BEACONSFIELD ROUY

A London cablegram says that at tho 
meeting of conservatives Lord Bea 
CONSFIELD said that it was evident that 
a reaction was already , setting in, al- 
though the liberal triumph was so exten- 
sive and recent. In proof of this state- 
ment, he alluded to the defeat of Gold- 
hchmidt at Landevioh, for which place 
he had been returned by a decided lib- 
eral majority at the late election, to the 
defeat of Sir Wilaiam Vernon Har- 
court at Oxford, and to that of Mc- 
Laren, who failed to be elected for 
Wighton Borough when made Lord- 
Advocate by the new government. 
Lord Beaconsfield said it was plain 
that the people were already alarmed 
at the results of tho election, and fear- 
ed further disastrous consequences from 
tho radical policy of the administra- 
tion, which threatened to affect, to its 
detriment, the general safety of the 
country and of the empire. They were 
also both alarmed and disgusted by the 
cowardice of Mr. Gladstone, in respect 
to his abject note, of apology to Aus- 
tria. ■ An act of cowardice, he would 
say, quite unexampled in the history of 
the British government, Further, 
there could be no doubt that the peo- 
ple were alarmed and disgusted with 
the willful libels perpetrated by Faw- 
CETT, the new postmaster-general, upon 
the late administration in having stat- 
ed in the house that tho government 
had received information from India in 
reference to the Indian deficit, in ad- 
vance of the publication of tho budget, 
and in contradiction of the statement 
which, said Beaconsfield, Mr. Faw- 
cett was obliged afterward to retract, 
under circumstances humiliating to tho 
Gladstone government. The ex- 
premier further said, that the duty of 
the conservatives, and that of all tho 
steady elements on tho conservative 
side, was now clear; namely, to watch 
and prevent additional disgrace and 
possibly national disaster by checking 
the lawless and unconstitutional course 
into which it was thus early apparent 
that tho liberal government were al- 
lowing themselves to be driven. This 
was the great duty as well as the 
privilege of Her Majesty's opposition; 
and experience of many years in Eng- 
lish politics led him to a false con- 
clusion, if the time was far off when the 
sober second thought of the English 
people would reverse, the hasty verdict 



two years, which he asserted was based 
consistently on conservative lines, and 
attributed the recent defeat of tho party 
to the agricultural distress throughout 
the country/.the social discontent of tho 
people and Hhe willful misrepresenta- 
tion of the opposition.

The London Times of .tho 18th May 
has an editorial on tho Fortune Bay 
dispute iu which it says: "The party, 
and, to a great extent, tho statesmen, 
who were originally responsible for the 
Treaty of Washington, are now again 
in power in this country,' and will not 
shrink from the task of amending it 
where there may seeni need for amend- 
ment. The rights conferred by the 
treaty, whether on American or Brit- 
ish fishermen, are, as Secretary Evarts 
contends, not exclusive, but common. 
The agreement suggested by Secretary 
EvARTS — -that the contracting parties 
should, by some joint action, adopt 
regulations protecting the fisheries — 
would, at any rate, prevent future con- 
troversy; nor need there be any insup- 
erable obstacle to an amicable adjust- 
ment of the present dispute.'' 



Australasia. 



NEW ZEALAND. 

Parliament is called together for the 
28th of May, and till that time mat- 
ters political will be quiet. The harvest 
in the South has been a good one, but 
tho reaction from the profuse expen- 
diture during tho time when the rail- 
ways were being constructed at a 
rapid pace has caused considerable dull- 
ness of trade. 

A large extent of land in the North 
Island hitherto kept from European 
occupation by the resistance of the 
natives, is coining into the market and 
is about to be taken up by energetic 
settlers possessed of capital. 

A good deal of alarm has been 
created by the discovery that pleuro- 
pneumonia existed among tho cattle. 
It was originally brought by some 
cattle imported from New South 
Wales. 

The German ship-of-war Bismarck, 
Captain Commandant Deinhardt, ar- 
rived in Auckland harbor April 11th, 
and remained till the 24th. 

VICTORIA. 

Tho prospectus has been issued for 
the Freezing Company, Melbourne, 
under the dry air process, with a capi- 
tal of £100,000. Tho sum of .£-10,000 
has already bcrni subscribed, and tho 
company will commence operations as 
soon as the subscriptions amount to 
£50,000. 

Captain Fullerton's report to the 
Harbor Trust says that Hobson's Bay 
is rapidly silting up — in some places 
three inches and others ono inch an- 
nually. It is estimated that the an- 
nual deposit of silt is 90,000 yards. 

The Associated Banks of Melbourne 
have decided on the inadvisability to 
lower the discount rates at present. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

The Mayor of Sydney promised to 
call a meeting to protest against the 
influx of Chinese. 

Jean Baptist, Tarn worth, claims the 
discovery of an antidote in snake bites. 
Experiments were made on the 18th 
ult. at tho Museum, and showed satis- 
factory results. r 

QUEENSLAND.

Canadian. Mail.

Montreal, May 20. — A now poli- 
tical movement has been inaugurated 
here, the promoters of which call a 
mass meeting for to-morrow night. 
The prominent features of the platform 
are commercial union with the United 
States and all the rights and privileges 
of an independent nation. 

At the Grey Nunnery in this city in 
one year 719 abandoned infants were 
received from tho following districts: 
81 from Quebec and Rimouski, 9G from 
Ontario, ii from Ottawa, 47 from the 
United States, 1 from France, 2 from 
Ireland, 37 from the environs of Mon- 
treal, and -121 from this city. In the 
number from Montreal, 301 infants 
received from the rural districts were 
credited to the city for lack of infor- 
mation. Six hundred and thirteen 
children, or over three-fourths, expired 
during the year. The chief cause of 
this terrible mortality is .attributed to 
the condition of the infants on arrival. 

St. John. N.B., May G. — This is the 
sixth week of the trial of Captain Wm. 
IT. Tower on the .charge of scuttling 
tbe barque Brothers' Pride, and there 
are some signs now that the end is ap- 
proaching. Charles A. Palmer's cross- 
examination was concluded this morn- 
ing.

"I havo witnessed'/' writes a corres- 
pondent of the London Truth, "many 
a strange dance, from the nauteh to 
the cancan, and my experience of casi- 
nos ranges from tho Argyll to tho Ma- 
bille; but I have never before seen so 
grossly indecent a step as that favored 
in the neighborhood of Portsmouth and 
Ryde and popularly known t-.s the 
"Southsea Cuddle.'' Surely, young la- 
dies at a public ball should draw tho 
line at biting the shoulder-cord of tho 
uniformed partners in whose arms they 
are gliding around the room." 

One of tho most atrocious crimes of 
.modern days has just been committed 
in the Rue do Crenelle, Paris. A mon- 
ster named Menesclou, only twenty 
years of age, enticed into his room a 
littlo girl of four, whose parents live iu 
tho same house, by. offering her a 
branch of lilacs, and, after outraging 
the unfortunato child, murdered her 
and cut the body into no less than thir- 
ty-seven pieces. Tho parents of tho 
little girl were out at the time the 
crime was accomplished, and were dis- 
Buaycd at not linding their daughter. 
Their suspicions fell on the murderer, 
as his bad character, and idle, restless 
temperament were well known; how- 
ever, as he stoutly denied any knowl- 
edge of the child's whereabouts, they 
had to givo up the search till morning. 
A smell of burning flesh then attracted 
the attention of the neighbors, and on 
tho police authorities being sent for, 
they summoned Menesclou to open his 
door, which he did after somo hesita- 
tion, and admitted theofficers. A hasty 
search soon ended in the discovery of 
part of the body in the stove, and oth- 
er yieees wore found scattered about 
the room. The murderer had the two 
arms of his victim in his pockets. 
Menesclou, after a vain attempt to es- 
cape, was seized and conducted to gaol, 
the efforts of a large body of police 
being necessary to shield the prisoner 
from the hands of nn infuriated mob, 
who had heard of his abominable act, 
and were eager to tear him to pieces. 
The criminal has made a confession, 
and states that after committing the 
murder he hid tho body in the mattress 
of his bed until next day, and actually 
slept through the night on tbe corpse 
of his victim. When his parents, who 
slept in the same room, had gone to 
work he began to dissect the body with 
a razor and a penknife, hoping to suc- 
ceed in burning the pieces during the 
day. Tho arrival of the police, how- 
ever, interrupted his plans. Menesclou 
has been a ne'er-do-well all his life, 
and was frequently guilty of acts of 
violence towards his parents. 

The value of British imports for the 
four months ending 30th .April show 
an increase of ,£25,GG4,G5G, and tho 
exports £14,170,513, as compared with 
I the returns for the same period last 
year. 

Quebec, May 9. — A large quantity of 
smuggled tobacco has boon seizod at 
Quebec. Contraband trade with the 
French islands in the Gulf is again assum- 
ing extensive proportions. 

London, May 10. — The criminal pro- 
secution for libel instituted by Lambri 
against Labouchoro, editor of Truth, re- 
sulted in a verdict for defendant. Chief 
Justice Cockburn charged strongly against 
tho prosecutor, pointing out tho failuro of 
Lambri to call witnesses to rebut tho evi- 
dence- of defendant's witnesses, which 
mado out a prima facie case against him. 
Either theso witnesses or Lambri com- 
mitted wilful perjury, and the jury must 
decide which they would belicvo. Tho 
jury were out half an hour. They found 
that the prosecutor had playedfoully, and 
won money in tho specific case proved by 
tho dofendant; that ho conspired with 
Belliard and Guagui to come to England 
and win money by card-sharping, and that 
ho falsely assumed the title of pasha to 
gain access to tho clubs. Tho jury award- 
ed costs against tho prosecutor, equivalent 
to saying that L imbri'H entire testimony 
was false. 

Claude, tho famous head of the detec- 
tive police of Paris, is dead. The arrest 
of Charpentier, ca3hior of tho Northern 
Railway, who tied from Paris to New 
York, mado his namo familiar in this 
country. Ho was famous in Paris for his 
arrest of Troppman, Aviniar, Giraud de 
Gatebourse and other noted criminals 
In 1873, after thirty years' service, he re- 
tired on a well-earned pension. He 
thought of writing his memoirs. Ho 
could tell talus of lugh and low degrco. 
For instance, ono day a duke sont for 
him; jewels, silver, silvorplato disappear- 
ed rapidly from tho house, watch was 
kept for six months, tho thief could not 
bo detected. No wondor* The thief was 
theduchesH, who stolo to pay her milliner 
and mantua-makor's bills.

For years past the celebration of the 
Queen's Birthday in this city haa not as- 
sumed a more general and interesting form 
than that ef.- Monday last.

San Francisco to ITott "Westminster. 



A dispatch from San Francisco yester- 
day announces that tho steamship Vic- 
toria is on tho berth for New Westmin- 
ster. She will have a full freight and pas- 
senger list for the railway contractor. 
It appears that Mr. Onderdonk postivcly 
declines to have his goods handled more 
frequently than is absolutely necessary 
botweon San Francisco and their destina- 
tion, Yale, and that in consequence of the 
present unsatisfactory, imperfect and ex- 
pensive method of shipping goods from 
Victoria to New Westminstor ho has de- 
cided to send all his freight to New 
Westminster and thus save the expense, 
delay, annoyance and risk of tranship- 
ment. The effects of a continuance of 
the present inland service on Victoria's 
interest we lcavo thoso engaged in . busi- 
ness and those who own property here to 
imagine. 

Tho "O'E-Oountry Froshots. 

Letters and telegrams from above state 
that the freshets continue. The chan- 
nels of rivers and creeks are very deep 
and constantly changing. Stables and 
houses at Deep Creek are washed away. 
Soda Creek bridge is gone. Tho bridge 
at the loO-milc house and one-half the 
ranch are swept off. The last express 
crossed Deep Creek on a log. 

Coast Line ok British Columbia.— 
Mr. Alexander C- Anderson, inspector of 
fisheries for British Columbia, gives the 
interesting information, in his annual re- 
port to the department of marine and fish- 
eries, that Lieut. C. E. Nedham, navi- 
gating lieutenant of H. M. S. Pocket, 
has, after the performance of the weari- 
some task, computed the coast lino of 
British Columbia .to bo seven thousand 
one hundred and eighty-one statute miles, 
or moro than double, the coast lino of 
Great Britain and Ireland. Tho world- 
renowned fiords of Norway are feeble in 
thoir depth compared with the inlets of 
the Pacific Province. Tho utilitarian im- 
portance of the discovery is the proof it 
affords of the future immenso value of tho 
fishories of this province and the ea«y 
adoption of fish breeding here, when tho 
cxigen«ieB of a largo population gives 
an impetus to the industry. Tho state- 
ment is also made that these inlets' aro 
navigable into the interior of tho country.

Whilst the game was being played a double 
team attached to a vehicle in which sov- 
eral ladies wero seated becamo restive and 
beyond the control of the driver.

DELAYED JJISPATCHES. 

ENGLAND. 

London, May 22. — Lord Beaoons- 
field writes to tho Timej denying that 
he uttered tbe speech attributed to 
him in reports of a conservative meet- 
ing on tho 19th inst : 

Liberty of the press is ono of the 
most precious privileges of English- 
men, and therefore it is to their pri- 
vilege that it should not be abused. I 
never have been apt to complain of ro- 
ports of anything in public if they 
only contain inaccuracies which press- 
ure or oven some little malice might 
occasion or inspire - w but when nn ela- 
borate declaration of policy is placed 
in my mouth, ns was done in tlie re- 
port of proceedings of a meeting in 
your issue of Thursday, not on* singlo 
word of which was delivered by me 
and which conveys in tvory sense tho 
reverso of what I expressed, I think it 
my duty to request you to make this 
disclaimer as public as tho statement 
which you have circulated. 

Beaconsfield. 

Bradlaugh's caso presents much dif- 
ficulty because the opposition dosiro to 
prevent his admission at all, whilo lib 
erals, in view of his recent expressions, 
favor allowing him to affirm instead of 
taking his oath. 

London, May 21.— Sir H. D. Wolff 
objected in tho house of commons to 
Charles Bradlaugh taking tho oath, 
and amid much uproar said that his 
reason was that Bradlaugh was an 
atheist nnd had already infringed tho 
terms of tho oath in his book "Im- 
peachment of the House of Bruns- 
wick." On motion of Gladstone the 
matter was referred to a select com- 
mittee. 

David Thomas Austen, an eminent 
scientist, is dead. 

London, May 22. — Those who op- 
pose the placing of tho prince impe- 
rial's monument in Westminster Abbey 
intend to ask Gladstone to exort the 
influence of the government against it. 
It is even possible that Leon Say, 
French Minister, may make represen- 
tations on the subject. 

Plymouth, Eng., May 22. — Por- 
tions of a vessel's stern, supposed to 
belong to the missing training ship At- 
alanta, have been picked up on the Irish 
coast and handed over to the admir- 
alty. 

Paris, May 22. — Gen. Gourlard has 
committed suicide. Tired of life from 
long ill health. 

Berlin, May 22. — A dispatch to the 
Boern Courier announces that a dar- 
ing burglary has been committed upon 
tho king's secret cabinet at Stuttgart 
and a number of valuable orders stolen. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
Lahore, May 22. — A new combina- 
tion has been formed at Ghuznce 
under Mahomed Jan, and sovoral war- 
like headmen have joined it. Four 
thousand Shinawaris were defeated on 
tho 20th instant with tho loss of 100 
killed. British casualties trifling. 
Twenty-eight shops in Cabul have 
been destroyed by a gunpowder ex- 
plosion. A native messenger has 
reached Cabul with reports that large 
numbers of tho onemy aro collected 

between Shekabnd and Ghuznce.

The Dominion Railway Policy as it 
Affocts British Columbia. 

Hamilton, Out., April 22, 1SS0. 
To the Editor of The Colonist:— 
Sir, — There has boon a great iight and 
long debate on a motion of Mr. Blako's 
"That railway construction in British 
Columbia should not now be proceeded 
with," in which all the C!rit eloquence 
and strength were expended to prove 
the worthlessuess of British Columbia 
and tho madness of spending a dollar 
there, and rather east her adrift than 
ruin tho whole of the country. Your 
people will not bo surprised to hear 
that Mr. Blako has been belittling tho 
Province and placing every obstacle he 
can in the way of its progress. That 
was his policy before and after he camo 
into tho Mackenzie ministry, and only 
tho coming in on certain conditions 
antagonistic to railway construction in 
British Columbia. But, sir, I am sure 
thero are many in your Province, who 
wero believers in Mr. Mackenzie's in- 
tegrity and honesty of purpose, who 
will bo greatly shocked and surprised 
and who in the light of his recent 
utterances will find the scales rudely 
torn from their eyes to see him as ha 
now stands in a most unenviablo and 
degrading position. His promises and 
acts for the last five years aro so well 
known to your readers that it will be 
scarcely necessary to reiterate them all. 
A few of tho moro recont will suffice- — 
such as the removal of tho stoel rails, 
tho selection of tho Fraser River route 
and the calling for tenders for the con- 
struction of 125 miles of railway on 
that route, and many other acts, all 
confirming the hopo and expectation of 
an early commencement of tho railway. 
And now this country and British Col 
umbia are told from Mr. Mackenzie's 
own lips that all that meant nothing; 
that ho had not decided to go on. What 
can be thought of such double-dealing, 
perGdy and deception — cruel and cow- 
ardly deception—to your people, and 
an extravagant waste of public money 
and loss to the whole country, if ho 
had not decided to go on. In a speech 
at Ottawa on the eve of the general 
elections in 1878 Mr. Mackenzie stated 
that ho was going on with the work in 
British Columbia the following year ; 
but then, sir, he was in receipt of $8000 
a year and his outward sentiments ap- 
proached common honesty, although 
his inward thoughts might have been 
still deceitful. It looks as if it required 
gold and a salary to help some minis- 
ters to have honest opinions, and whon 
that ceases integrity and honest princi- 
ples cease with it ; former plans and 
policies, however wise and just, are not 
only abandoned but' strongly resisted 
when adopted by the opposing side. 

In tho recent files of your paper that 
have come to hand I notice that the 
Island railway forms tho keynote of 
local politics, and that your Mayor and 
Council aro assuming tho functions of 
the Provincial government and taking 
tho reins in their own hands in this 
matter, and memorializing their mem 
bers in tho House of Commons. 1 also 
notice that you commend them for the 
moderation of their expressions, and go 
on to say that their action will com- 
mand tho respect of both the parties in 
Canada. In the face of the recent 
utterances and action of tho reform 
party this matter seems purile and ill- 
advised now when one who lives in this 
part of the country knows for a fact 
that were it not for the powerful lead 
of the present government you 
would not get one dollar voted for tho 
main line. Where, then, would the 
Island grant go? Tho government 
with all its strength could not carry a 
vote for it. At this critical juncture, 
before a pick has been struck in tho 
Mainland, and before the resources of 
the Dominion have sufficiently recov- 
ered, is it wise to em harass your repre- 
sentative Sir John and tho friends of 
the Province, tho members of the pre- 
sent administration'? It is clear to me 
that the Island railway must wait, but 
not for a very long time. It is a good 
grievance to be brought forward now 
and then, and something had to be 
abandoned. 

Perhaps you and the people of your 
beautiful Island will not take it amiss 
that I havo penned theso lines. I feel 
a deep interest in Columbia, and would 
liko to have your people act with mo- 
deration and prudence.

PROPOSED LOAN FOR WATER 

W0RKS PURP08ES : 

THE MAYOR AXD . COUNCIL BEG 
to place before the Ratepayers the 
sohenio of the Water Works Engineer for 
putting tlie; City Water Works in a com- 
pete' condition. 

To carry out the work h loan of i?70,000 
is necessary, and the following particulars 
place the matter as clearly as possible be- 
fore the Ratepayers for their judgment 
thbrebn.' Should the loan be effected and 
tho wbik carried out the increase in water 
' rents' resulting therefrom will be about 
20 per cent This increase within two 
years will bo ample to ineot the amount 
annually required for interest and sinking 
fund of the loan. The Waterworks nt 
present ar.o heavily indebted to the City 
for amounts taken from general revenue 
for reconstruction of tho head works. 
This expenditure was necessary in order 
to continue the present supply of water 
and to prevent tho entire destruction of 
■ the previously constructed works at Boa- 
vcr Liko. Tho said expenditure has ab- 
sorbed nearly tho whole of tho surplus re- 
venue of the City for tho current year, 
and should it not bo repaid by means of 
a loan further works on streets will he 
iniposaiblo without increased taxation. 
The loan of $70,000 is intended to carry 
Out tho scheme of tho Water Works Eu- 
gineor and to repay to the general revenuo 
for public works the amount already ex- 
pended at tho dam and elsewhere, which 
is noarly §15,000. 

Tho Ratepayers are referred to tho En- 
gineer's report published in 27ic Colonist 
on March 2$tA and to the following 

scheme. . 

City Hall, 22nd March, 18S0. 
To His fTarihip the Ma 

and Municipal Council. 
Gentlemen, — Incompliance with the 
resolutions requesting mo to draught .a 
scheme for the extension of mains and a 
better supply of water for the high levols 
of tho City, 1 have tho honor to report 
that after taking into consideration tho 
probable largo incroaso of population, 
.uid to guard against the necessity of 
being compelled to enlarge the main con- 
duit pipe" for many years, 

I wouh! suggest that it will be necess- 
ary tu i(U'->pt the principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I find that the 
high service reservoir to be effective 
must bo constructed at an elevation above 
tho lovel of the water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain tho delivery of tho 
greatest quantity of water in the City and 
•to effectively supply tho high levels I 
would suggest that the II inch main bo 
extended from Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to the neighborhood of 
tho Royal Hospital, as that would give 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of the City. 
■ A reservoir built at the point suggested 
would have the following advantages : 
The lovol of tho water in tho reservoir 
would be 58 foot below tho level 
of the wator in Elk Lake, and '18 
feet will bo available for tile delivery 
of water from tho above source which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
givo a supply sufficient for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feet above the 
lovel of tho water in Resorvoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop sufticiont power to 
raiso 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
(3 inch pipe into the high service reser- 
voir which may bo built on tho high rock 
at tho top of Fort street, at an elovation 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet above the level of tho water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would be sufti- 
eient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. , It isjntcndcd that thero will be 
no connection between the service pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
in pase of fire. As to size of reservoirs 
required, ' I would suggest that the low 
survicO reservoir bo built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet square and 12 
feot deep, and tho high servico ono to 
hold 60,000 gallons, or~ say, 30 feet square 
and 12 feet deep; and while selecting tho 
best plan for tho construction of said re- 
servoirs T may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic uso thoy should bo built so 
as to bo able to contain the greatest quan- 
tity of water in the smallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude the light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use ; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build tho reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of tho rock and using tho rock . pro- 
vided by that means for building the bal- 
ance of the wall, which would be 8 feet 
highj and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feet deep, the roof to bo supported by cast 
iron columns. Tho cost of carrying out 
and completing the above scheme will not 
exceed §50,000, to which must bo added 
§10,000 which will be required to com- 
plete tho filter beds; but should you sec 
tit to adopt tho proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plnns and 
specifications for the same. 

In conclusion I may "add that I am 
aware that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at tho 
head of Fort street and that thero is no- 
thing to do but to turn tho water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry the 
water to one common reservoir that would 
partially supply tho high levels the differ- 
once between the level of the water in 
reservoir and lovel of water in Elk Lake 
is bo small, being only 25 feet, tho differ- 
ence in tho quantity of water delivered in 
the city by comparison would bo to ono 
common reservoir at the high level, bxtt 
iu>t 'sufficiently high to be effective for all the 
buildings, and from a head of 25 feet tho 
main conduit pipo will deliver 23,000 gal- 
ions per hour, iind by tho proposed scheme 
from a hoitd of 48 feet the main conduitf 
pipu will deliver 37,000 per hour, 3,000 o 
which will be effective for tho highest 
buildings on the high levels, while thero 
would also bo a saving in pipo as well as 
a more effective pressure on tho city mains 
incase of fire. I am aware that Gold- 
stream has still some advocates who 
beliove that the supply should have been 
obtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuss that point 1 may say 
that, from whatever source the supply is 
obtained, the proposed scheme fs equally 
required by all.

by the said Mayor. 

3. That tho said debentures shall be
